' Bnt I have heard grave men ſay, 
" Tanger 15 2 great charge to the Ns- 
tion. *Tts a charge, *cis true ; but 
I ſhew what it has already done'to- 
wards the defraying it ; and to what 
an abundant degree it will hereafter 
"come to diſcount the expence. A 
"firſt rate Ship, in time of War, is as 
great a charge to the King, as Taxger 
15 : Andyet, didever any body com-

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plain that our Ships were a burthen} 
or -our. Fleets too numerous, when

Does not Taxger live principally 
upon the growth and product of 
England, and the money for the moſt 
part, circulate. amorg our ſelves 
Is the King's Treaſure mil-employ'd 
there?

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poor-Fiſher Town. Maturity is the 
Child of Time ; and though God 
Almighty may blaſt the beſt form'd 
purpoſes; yet nothing , humanly 
ſpeaking , can. prevent our fruition 
of the great benefits I have enume- 
rated, if we but apply the means. 

 whichin a few words are theſe. 

To proſecute vigorouſly the works 
of the Mole, which in two or three 
years, may render it a noble and ſafe 
Port. 

To fortifie the Town to the .Land- 
ward ; Which work ſhould go hand 
in hand with the Mole ; left when 
it ſhall appear worth a Conquelt, our 
weaknelſs.ſhould betray us. 

To-have a Garriſon conſiſting of 
two thouſand Foot, in two Regt- 
ments, and three hundred Hor, 


to be well and duly paid, and to be 
recruited once 1a three or four years, 
by.draughts out of the Guards: By 
which means we ſhould always have |} 
a ſtrong,corderly, and well diſcpli' | 
SOUl- | 
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Souldiery ; and not Vagabonds, and 
raw, miſerable, ſhiftleſ? Wretches, 
ſuch-as rats'd men forthe moſt parr 
ove ;- whereof (carce the one half 
urvive their ſeaſoning, 

The punRuality of relieving the 
Garriſon (as has been of late reſolv'd) 
will alſo keep them in heart, chear- 
ful in their Duty, and not put them 
upon ſuch deſperate courſes, - as 
many of them in melancholly drunk- 
en fits have taken, by- running ts 
the Movrs, where, to the ſcandal of 
our Religion, they either turn Rene- 
gaaes, or remain in perpetual ſlavery. 
The health of- the Garrifon will allo 
by this practice be preſerv'd, for the 
Souldiers diet being ſalt Meat , dif- 
poles them-in two or-three years to 
inveterate ill habits of Body, Ob- 
ſtrutions, Scurvies, Fluxes, &c: 
Whereof by reaſon of returning to 
the ſame diet again, when a little 
mended by the care of-the Phyſician, 
they relapſe; and nothing but re- 
D 2. moving. 
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moving them to a better can recovet 
them. 

By this courſe, I ſay, Taxger would 
be the delirableſt place for a Souldier 
in the World, where they neither 
feel hunger, or cold, nor exceſs of 
heat: the duty eafie, unleſs now 
and then, when the Garriſon is thin 
of men : Where an induſtrious man 
can never want work, and 1s no 
where better rewarded : In brief, *tis 
a place that, in ſtead of a Sepulcher 
as ſome call it, will by this method 
become a Nurſery of brave mea ; 
where, if they dye in the Field, as 
ſome now and then do, they have 
their reward in Heaven: If they 
ſurvive to (ee their Country, they 
will be cheriſhd and conlider'd at 
home, as men of honour and merit, 
who have drawn their Swords, and 
ſerv'd their King and Country, a- 
gainſt the Enemies of our Religion, 
and of God himſelf, 


The 
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The uſe of Horſe is of fo great 
importance, . to the ſafety and tran- 
uility of the Place, that I take it: 
or granted we ſhall never be free 
from the inſults of the Moors, till ous. 
Herle ſhall be augmented to the afore. 
ſaid number. 

The ſtrength of all- the Chriſtian. 
Garrciſons-. upon this Coaſt, princi» 
pally conſiſts 1a Horſe : . Which ex 
ample alone might ſuffice for our. 
inſtruction, for.we are but of. yeſter- 
day; and their practice, the reſult of 
ſome Ages of experience, which is 
the beſt guide, 


This Town. was once preſervd3.. 


or rather recover'd, by, the bravery - 
and opportune Service of the Horley . 
for the Caſtle being ſurprisd 1n the 
Night, by the Enemies privately 
getting 1n.over-a low.and defeRive . 
part of the Wall, the Horſe _— 
the Alarm in the Town,.. mounted, . 
and before they could get poſleſſion - 
of the.Draw-bridge, got. it, attack'd, 
D 3. and * 
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and defeated them , who had other- 
wiſe demonſtrably remain'd with 
Victory. 

I am bold alſo to ſay, and it is the 
opinion of others who were upon 
the place, That had our Horſe, the 
day the Earl of Tiviot was loſt, per- 
form'd their Duty ; that great Man, 
and the Major part of thoſe with 
him; had cefcap'd the fatal Slaugh- 
rcr, 

With ſuch a ſtrength of Horſe 
as this I- propoſe ; we- ſhall nor be 
only able to perform with-eaſe what 
is yet wanting for the fortifying and 
fecuring the ground we have gain'd, 
but deprive the Enemy of the profit 
they make by the Tillage and Paſture 
of ' the Country round about us: 
For, they will be neceflitated either 
to keep an Army conſtantly in the 
Field, which we know they cannot ; 
to loſe the benefit and fruits of one 
of the fertileſt ſpots of Ground in 
the World: or allot us ſuch Con- 
ditions,

ditions, as ſhall render us in a ſafe, 
eaſie, and plentiful Eſtate, which 
I take aſſurance to affirm we ſhall; in 
ſuchcaſe, ecaſly obtain. - 

As the benefits we ſhall reap by 
ſuch a number 6f Horle, prudently 
manag'd, will be. very great; fo the 
hardſhips we ſhall | ſuffer - without 
them will be in{uperable:+ For the 
ground about Tanger being uneven, 
broken, and proper for Ambuthes 
our Foot will never be able to do 
any thing to the purpoſe , but in 
Conjuntion of a ' proportionable 
number of Horſe, - to diſcover and 
clear the ground, relieve and ſuccour 
them when preſs'd, and ſecure their 
retreat when- out-number'd, and 
forc'd to retire. 

Our Fortifications alſo, relieving 
our 'Forts, and many other eminent 
Services, will be but very imper- 
fealy perform'd without - the affiſt- 
ance of a good Body of Horſe, 


The 
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The fruits of this care and charge 
will be reap'd; in the benefits reſult- 
ing: by. the Trade. and Commerce 
it will beget and eſtabliſh here, for 
upon -a ſecure. proſpect. of ſafety. to 
Goods-.and - Merchandiſe, both by 
Sea and Land, and-exemption from 
publick Charges. and Duties, and a 
neral concurrence. of | all circum 
Rance of eaſe and expedition. in 
porting and Exporting of goods, 
will ia time render Tamger the 
general Magazine of all the Mer- 
chandiſe from the Levant appointed 
for- the Trade. of the Spaniſh, Indies, 
as it will of our Norther» Commo- 
dities of greateſt -value : For the 
exorbitant, or rather inſupportable 
Duties upon Goods in Spazr, puts 
all People upon By-ways, and ſecret 
hazardous practices, in the Ship- 
ping. and diſpoling of. their -Com- 
modities; and while Tanger can 
yield ſo.good incouragement, con- 
, Iidered with the benefits of its vi- 
aq cinity 
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cinity with Spaiz, all People will 
covet to lodge their Eſtates there, 
where the whole Charge ( belides 
their being out of the reach of dan- 
ger of ſeizure) of Regiſter Money, 
which js our quarter per Ce#t. there 
Colleced,' Commiſſion, Porterage, 
Freight to Cadiz,.&c. will /not a+ 
mountto the charge of half Freight, 
Guard-money, National Duties , 
and Ware- Houſe Room for two 
Months, - 

But their occurs one -great and 
dangerous impediment to the efta» 
bliſhing this benefit at Taxger ; and 
that is the diſputes that may 'arile, 
betwixt the Exg/iſþ Conſuls in the 
Spaniſh Ports, and ſuch as ſhall fo 
tranſport Goods from Taxger, upon 
which they may expet a benefit : 
but this muſt be forbidden. by all 
means poſſible, by the ſtricteſt tigni- 
fications of his Majeſties pleaſure in 
that behalf to his reſpeQive Conluls 
upon the Coaſt ; for there are 1o- 
many 
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many inconveniencies accompany- 
| _—_— a permifſion, as would quite 
oy all hopes of ſucceſs in this 
affair: and indeed 'tis to be feard 
this very objeQion, or rather impo- 
fition , already admint{tred no 
{mall diſcouragement. But as the 
intereſt of private men muſt ſubmit 
and give place to publick Utility ; 
fo in caſe it appear that this - pro- 
ceeding ſhall in-any conſiderablede- 
gree afte&t the Conſuls in the reſpe- 
ive profits and emoluments of their 
Office, it may be recompenc'd to 
them ſome other way : But I-do 
humbly propoſe it, as fundamental 
and irrevocable, that no Conſul 
whatſoever of the Exzliſh Nation, 
be permitted to exa& or demand a 
 peny for any Goods exported from 
Tanger, to any of the Spaniſh Ports; 
but that a bare Certificate from the 
Government there, of ſuch Goods, 
Shipp'd either in Ezg/iſþ: or Forreign 
Veltels, ſhall ſerve as an ample ac- 
quirment 
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quitment, and intitle them to ex- 
emption from all ſcrutinies and de- 
mands of the Conſuls, of any kind 
whatſoever. | 

It is alſo humbly propos'd, That 
all Ships and Vellels of War, as 
ſhall by appointment attend the Gar- 
riſon and Port of Tanger, may have 
ſpecial leave ane permiſſion from the 


- Lord High Admiral of England, to 


receive on Board, and Tranſport ſuch 
Goods to Cadiz, or any where inthe 
Neighbourhood , as the Merchants 
ſhall .have occafion to imbark ; but 
not unleſs ſuch Ship or Veſlels be 
bound to ſuch and ſuch a place for 
his Majeſty's ſervice. By this means, 
Merchandiſe will go ſafer and chea 
er, obtain quicker diſpatch z and the 
Trader conſequently another good 
Incouragement to proſecute this way 
of Commerce. 

It is farther humbly props'd, - That 
all Convoys outward bound which 
touch not at Cadiz, as the Twrky 

Ships, 
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Ships, e#c. may have order to call 
at Tarper ; as allo all ſuch as"ate 
homeward bound : which being 
once. become an eſtabliſhed pradtices 
People,” as well Foreigners, 'as ©- 
thers, will lodge their Money there;
